MILLIONS OF IMMIGRANTS. 
According to F. A. Wallis, commis­ 
sioner of immigration at Ellis Island, 
the influx of foreigners into the Unit­ 
ed States in the next few years is go­ 
ing to be far and away beyond the 
general expectation, overwhelmingly 
greaf, in fact, unless adequate meas­ 
ures are taken to prevent this from 
happening. 
“Whole races of Europe 
are preparing to remove to the United 
States,” the Washington correspond­ 
ent of the New York Herald quotes 
Commissiner Wallis as saying, “Never 
since the early days of barbarian Eu­ 
rope has there been such a wholesale 
migration of population as that which 
is now 
in contemplation, 
with the 
United States as the destination.” 
(Commissioner Wallis’s statements 
were made at an informal dinner at 
tile National Press Club to which he 
was invited to discuss these matters 
with Representative Albert Johnson, 
of Washington, chairman of the house 
committee on immigration, and Rep­ 
resentative Knuston of Minnesota, a 
member of the committee. According 
to The Herald Mr. Wallis told them 
that “Italy is preparing to send 5,000,- 
000 persons to this country. 
Eight 
million immigrants are ready to move 
out of Germany to the United States. 
Thousands are preparing to move and 
already are moving from the newly 
established countries in Central Eu­ 
rope—from Poland,. Czecho Slovakia, 
Jugoslavia, while the populations of 
Holland, Belgium, Denmark, Sweden, 
Norway, Great Britain, Spain, Portu­ 
gal and others are actuated by the 
restless surge which has spread the 
Aryan race over western civilization.” 
If Commissioner 
Wallis’s 
under­ 
standing of the situation is right—and 
we are fully prepared to believe that 
it is—the situation which he pictures 
would be serious enough even if this 
mighty stream of foreigners ready to 
pour into America were made up of 
the very best elements of Europe. But 
the worst of it is that there is, ac­ 
cording to the commissioner, a very 
“evident effort on the part of differ­ 
ent countries to foist their undesirable 
elements on this country.” 
It is de­ 
clared that “government officials and 
police are working in harmony with 
each other for this purpose.” It is not 
intended to imply that there is any 
concerted effort among the different 
nations to dump undesirables on the 
United States, but there is evidence, 
it is stated, “of concerted movement 
among officials of the separate coun­ 
tries to effect this purpose.” 
In this connection The Herald’s cor­ 
respondent quotes Commissioner Wal­ 
lis as telling of the remarkable influx 
of stowaways and says that appar­ 
ently there is often collusion between 
the crews of the vessels and police of 
European countries to let these stow- 
awavs through. 
“These stowaways,” 
it is stated, “represent the worst crim­ 
inal elements of the world.” 
There is no graver problem before 
the I n k e d States at the present time 
than this immigration problem. 
Un­ 
ites it is handled ably and firmly and 
far-sightedly, we 
are 
going 
to be 
■wamped in a way which will render 
infinitely more difficult our problems 


AN EVER GROWING BURDEN. 
Even the people of this country, ac­ 
customed by this time to the expen­ 
diture of huge sums for government 
are startled and shocked by the vast­ 
ness of the estimates of the army and 
navy departments for the upkeep of 
those two establishments and the in­ 
crease in armaments necessary to pro­ 
tect the country under conditions now 
existing in the world. There is, how­ 
ever, no occasion for surprise. 
Huge sums were spent by this na­ 
tion and by other nations for arma­ 
ment before the world wTar, and it has 
long been evident that the result of 
that great struggle would be either a 
tremendous decrease in the sums thus 
expended or a tremendous increase. 
Men hoped for the former and some 
of them tried to bring it about, but 
their efforts have proved aborative, 
so far as this country is concerned. 
No plan for a systematic and general 
reduction of armaments having been 
adopted, the inevitable consequence is 
an increase of armament such as the 
world has never seen before. 
In the 
circumstances this increase is abso­ 
lutely necessary. In a w orld in w^hich 
jungle law7 still rules, the safety of the 
United States absolutely requires an 
army and navy vastly larger and vast­ 
ly stronger than were required in the 
past. 
People will groan at the thought of 
the increased taxes which a billion 
dollar army and navy budget will ne­ 
cessitate. Some of them will think re­ 
gretfully of the useful works which 
might be accomplished with that tre­ 
mendous sum if it could be devoted 
to other purposes than that of prep­ 
aration for war. 
But these groans 
and these regrets will avail nothing. 
There was pointed out to us a path by 
which we might have avoided, not 
only now but permanently, this ter­ 
rific drain upon our resources, but we 
did not choose to take it, and so we 
must pay the piper. The military men 
and the naval men 
are 
right when 
they tell us that we shall not be safe 
unless we spend these colossal sums 
on guns and ships. 
We must spend 
them no matter what burdens they 
entail. 
How long will the people stand 
this? 
If things continue as they are, 
this year’s expenditures will in the fu­ 
ture grow by leaps and bounds, just 
as will those of other nations. 
How idle is the talk one hears about 
reduction of government 
expenses 
while this constantly and rapidly in­ 
creasing expenditure for armament 
continues! 
How vain is the hope for 
a lightening of the tax burden; Men 
who pride themselves on being practi­ 
cal smile in a superior manner at the 
suggestion of a universal plan for dis­ 
armament by the nations of the world 
and dismiss it contemptuously as a 
visionary 
and 
“idealistic” 
scheme. 
How can they help seeing that general 
reduction of armament has become an 
absolute necessity of the most practi­ 
cal sort, an absolutely necessary step 
if civilization is to live on?

ry W. Mager said last night. 
Among those who have not yet 
paid their taxes are many who have 
requested delays, including at least 
a doben men rated as millionaires. 
“Hundreds of persons have told 
us that they

pay now be­ 
cause money is scarce and business 
not so good as formerly,” said Mr. 
Mager. 
“The ones who ask post­ 
ponement, 
however, 
are 
not th 1 
poor, but the well-to-do. 
The tight­ 
ness in the money m arket has hit 
them worse than anyone else ap 
parently.” 
The total revenue for the year 
wras about 350 million dollars which 
is 50 million dollars less than last 
year. 
There were at least 100,000 
more returns however.

Japanese 
history is disregarded; second, Jap­ 
anese literature and art are 
set 
aside: and third, the 
true 
condi­ 
tions of the life of the people have 
not been studied by the critics.

The for-1 
eign wars in the Meiji era, espec
